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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claims 1, and 15 have been amended as a method for pedbrming 
technology mapping, the method comprising: a) receiving a IC design layout that is not bounded to a particular 
technology; b) repeatedly: selecting from the design a candidate sub-network of the IC design layout; identifying at 
least one replacement sub-network from a storage structure that stores replacement sub-networks that are bound to 
the particular technology; and replacing the selected candidate sub-network in the design with the replacement sub- 
network of the IC design layout c) wherein at least a particular one of the selected candidate sub- networks has 
multiple circuit elements that provide multiple three or more BDD output function of the particular candidate sub 
network. 
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
